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4 Sect. 1.—General Notes. 


Section 1—GENERAL NOTES. 


1. The normal war establishment of an infantry battalion, showing 
its composition as regards personnel and animals, when mobilization 
is complete, is given in Section 2, and no men or horses in execss 
of the “total battalion” will be allowed beyond the advanced 
depdt (a). 

The three subalterns (signalling, machine gun and transport 
officers), shown in italics, are not included as such in the total 
battalion, but form part of the company establishment of officers. 

2. With the exception of the warrant officer and staff serjeants, 
the details of the battalion headquarters (other than officers), sleep 
aud mess with their companies, unless otherwise provided for. 

3. The transport of a battalion is shown after its war establish- 
ment. The transport is divided in the field as follows :— 


Ist line (which always accompanies the battalion on tle 
march): 8.A.A. carts (b); forage carts (>) for tools ; Maltese 
cart; limbered wagon for machine guns; and pack and 
spare animals, 

2nd line (which marches as directed in orders): water carts 
and G.S. wagons. 


The personnel for 2nd line transport is provided by the’ Army 
“Service Corps; these men join the battalion on mobilization fully 
armed aud equipped. 

4, Spare draught horses are allowed at the rate of 10 per cent. 
A driver is allowed for each pair of spare horses. Spare drivers 
for 2ud line transport ave included in the war establishment of the 
Army Service Corps company from which the 2nd line transport 
-drivers are detached. 

5. The horses and transport animals of an infantry battalion are 
in the vetcrinary charge of the veterinary officer with the divisional 
transport and supply column. Those of the battalion with army 
troops are in charge of the veterinary officer with the army troops 
transport and supply column. The senior veterinary oflicer with 
the headquarters of the line of communication will detail a 
veterinary oflicer to take charge of the animals of a battalion on 
the lines of communication. 

G. The shoeing of horses and transport animals will be carried 
out by the battalion cold shoers, assisted by the farriers of the 
Army Service Corps company from which the 2nd line transport 
drivers of the battalion are detached. 


(7) Put see para, 11, and note 1, p. 10. (2) Eventually limbered wagons, 
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7. One N.C.O. and eight privates per battalion, trained in 
sanitary duties are placed under the orders of the medical oflicer 
for camp sanitation purposes, working in conjunction with the 
R.A.M.C. personnel for water duties. 

8. Batmen in the field are allowed at the rate of one for cach 
dismounted officer, or mounted officer with one horsc, aud two for 
each mounted officer with two horses. 

9. Drafts to replace wastage are calculated for infantry at the 
rate of 80 per cent. during the first year of a war. he first 
portion of these drafts mobilizes with the battalion unless other- 
wise ordered, and proceeds with it as far as the oversea base: this 
portion is known as “first reinforcement,” and is calculated at 
10 per cent. of rank and file. 

Other details shown in the tabie as “left at the base” also 
mobilize with the battalion ; the orderly-room serjcant is attached 
to the base record office ; the remainder are attached with the first 
reinforcement to one of the infantry base depots. 

1@. War outfit is the material of all kinds which a unit requires 
for war. 

The method of carrying it is laid down in Sectiuns 3-7. 

11. No blankets for men are included in the normal scale of war 
outfit ; but one blanket per man will be carried when specially 
ordered, This necessitates an addition of two G.S. wagons to the: 
normal scale of transport ; the extra personnel, horses and vehicles 
required, are shown in a note on the war establishment table (p. 10). 

12. General requisites, such ag spare parts, and materials for 
repair, are calculated on the assumption that it will be possible to- 
replenish them at intervals of about a fortnight. 

13. The clothing and necessaries required on mobilization are 
detailed in the Regulations for the Clothing of the Army,. 
Part ILI.* 

14. The equipment required on mobilization is laid down in the 
Mobilization Store Table for an Infantry Battalion. 

15, The stationery considered necessary for a battalion in the 
ficld is shown in the list of contents which is pasted inside the 
lid of the battalion stationery box. 

iG. The allotment of battalions to brigades, divisions, army troops 
or line of communication, and their places of mobilization, are shown 
in Field Army Tables. _ 

17. The arrangements for bringing a battalion up to War 
Establishment in men and horses, and for the completion of its war 
outfit are laid down in Mobilization Regulations. 

18. Orders for movement, when mobilization is complete, will ve 
issued from the War Office to General Olficers Conmanding-in- 
Chief. 

19. The tables contained in this Manual are drawn up on the 
basis of a campaign in a civilized country, and in a temperate 
climate. When mobilization takes place under different conditions 
certain moditications will become necessary, and will be notified 
fron the War Office.

1, Officers may leave at the base a bullock trunk packed with 
100 Ibs. of personal baggage. This reserve baggage will be 
forwarded only when it nay be deemed convenient to “the service 
by the General Officer Commanding-in-Chief. 

2, If an officer is allowed more than one horse, saddlebags can 
be carried on the spare horse. 

3. The mobilization equipment of a battalion includes for each 
officer's horse: 1 nosebag, 1 picketing rope, 1 head rope, and 
1 picketing peg. On mobilization all mounted officers will ensure 
oi this provision has been made for their own horses. 

4. Method of carrying articles on the horse, by mounted officers :— 


Greatcoat.—Rolled 26 inches long, behind the saddle. 

Headrope —Round horse’s neck, with a short coil (from 6 to 
8 times) under the throat, the end of the coil being 6 inches 
from the lower ring of the headstall. 

Mess tin.—Fastened by the off baggage strap to the off side 
of the saddle. 

Nese bag.— When empty, on the off shoecase fastened to the 
baggage strap. When oats are carried, the strap of the 
nosebag must be fastened to the back ar ch of the saddle. 

Heel rope when carried.—Folded flat, and placed between 
the cantle of the saddle and the greatcoat. 

Picketing peg.—Under the straps of the greateoat. 

Field glasses.—On off side. 

Shoevases.—One on each side. 

Sword.— On the near shoecase, edge to the rear, 

5. The saddle blankets of officers horses are carried in the 
G.S. wagons. 


6. The two telescopes for reconnaissance, when not specially 
required, are in the personal charge of the commanding officer and 
adjutant (one each).

Section 1—GENERAL NOTES. 


1. The normal war establishment of an infantry battalion, showing 
its composition as regards personnel and animals, when mobilization 
is complete, is given in Section 2, and no men or horses in excess 
of the “total battalion” will be allowed beyond the advanced 
depdt (a). 

The three subalterns (signalling, machine gun and transport 
officers), shown in italics, are not included as such in the total 
battalion, but form part of the company establishment of officers. 

2, With the exception of the warrant officer and staff serjeants, 
the details of the battalion headquarters (other than officers), sleep 
and mess with their companies, unless otherwise provided for. 

3, The transport of a battalion is shown after its war establish- 
ment. The transport is divided in the field as follows :— 


Ist line (which always accompanies the battalion ou the 
march); S.A.A. carts (6); G.S. Jimbered wagons for 
tools (7); Maltese cart ; limbered wagon for machine guns ; 
and pack and spare animals. 

2nd line (which marches as directed in orders): water carts 
and G.S. wagons. 


The personnel for 2nd line transport is provided by the Arny 
Service Corps; these men join the battalion on mobilization fully 
armed and equipped. 

4. Spare dranght horses are allowed at the rate of 10 per cent. 
A driver is allowed for each pair of spare horses. Spare drivers 
for 2nd line transport are included in the war establishment of the 
Army Service Corps company from which the 2nd line transport 
drivers are detached, . 

5. ‘The horses and transport animals of an infantry battalion are 
in the veterinary charge of the veterinary officer with the divisional 
transport and supply column. Those of the battalion with army 
troops are in charge of the veterinary officer with the army troops 
transport and supply column. The senior veterinary officer with 
the headquarters of the line of communication will detail a 
veterinary officer to take charge of the animals of a battalion on 
the lines of communication. 

6. The shoeing of horses and transport animals will be carried 
out by the battalion cold shoers, assisted by the farviers of the 
Army Service Corps company from which the 2nd line transport 
drivers of the battalion are detached.

7, One N.C.O. and eight privates per battalion, trained in 
sanitary duties are Blea under the orders of the medical officer 
for camp sanitation purposes, working in conjunction with the 
R.A.M.C, personnel for water duties. 

8. Batmen in the field are allowed at the rate of one for each 
disniounted officer, or mounted officer with one horse, and two for 
each mounted officer with two horses. 

9. Drafts to replace wastage are calculated for infantry at the 
rate of 80 per cent. during the first year of a war. The first 
portion of these drafts mobilizes with the battalion unless other- 
wise ordered, and proceeds with it as far as the oversea base: this 
portion ian known as “ first reinforcement,” and is calculated at 
10 per cent. of rank and file. 

Other details shown in the table as “left at the base” also 
mobilize with the battalion ; the orderly-room serjeant. is attached 
to the base record office ; the remainder are attached with the first 
reinforcement to one of the infantry base depts. 

10, War outfit ia the material of all kinds which a unit requires 
for war. 

The method of carrying it is laid down in Sections 3-7. 

11. No blankets for men are included in the normal scale of war 
outfit ; but one blanket per man will be carried when specially 
ordered. ‘This necessitates an addition of two GS, wagons to the 
normal scale of transport ; the extra personnel, horses and vehicles 
required, are shown in a note on the war establishment table (p. 10), 

12. General requisites, such as spare parts, and natenials for 
repair, ave caleulated on the assumption that it will be possible to 
replenish them at intervals of about a fortnight. 

13. Phe clothing and necessaries required on mobilization are 
detailed in the Regulations for the Clothing of the Army, 
Part LIT. 

14. The equipment required on mobilization is laid down in the 
Mobilization Store Table for an Tnfantry Battalion, 

15, The stationery considered necessary for a battalion in the 
field is shown in the list of contents which is pasted inside the 
lid of the battalion stationery box. 

16. The allotinent of battalions to brigades, divisions, army troops 
or line of communication, and their places of mobilization, are shown 
in Field Army Tables. 

17. The arrangements for bringing a battalion up to War 
Establishment in men and horses, and for the completion of its war 
outfit are laid down in Mobilization Regulations. 

18. Orders for moyement, when mobilization is contplete, will be 
issued from the War Office te General Officers Commanding-in- 
Chief. 

19. The tables contained in this Manual are drawn up on the 
basis of a campaign in a civilized country, and in a yee 
climate. When mobilization takes place under different conditions 
certain modifications will become necessary, and will be notitied 
from the War Office. 
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Nores. 


1, Officers may leave at the base a bullock trunk packed with 
100 Ibs. of personal baggage. This reserve baggage will be 
forwarded only when it may be deemed convenient to the service 
by the General Officer Commanding-in-Chief. 

2. In addition to the foregoing list, officers may, at their own 
discretion, provide saddlebags. If an officer is allowed more than 
one horse, saddlebags can be carried on the spare horse. 

3. The mobilization equipment of a battalion includes for each 
officer’s liorse: 1 nosebag, 1 picketing rope, 1 head rope, and 
1 picketing peg. On mobilization all mounted officers will ensure 
that this provision has been made for their own horses. 

4, Method of carrying articles on the horse, by mounted officers :— 


Greatcoat.—Rolled 26 inches long, behind the saddle. 

Headrope.—Round horse’s neck, with a short coil (from 6 to 
8 times) under the throat, the end of the coil being 6 inches 
from the lower ring of the headstali. 

Mess tin.—Fastened by the off baggage strap to the off side 


of the saddle. 
Nosebag.— When empty, on the off shoecase fastened to the 
baggage strap. hen oats are carried, the strap of the 


nosebag must be fastened to the back arch of the saddle. 

Heel rope when carried.—Folded flat, and placed between 
the cantle of the saddle and the greatcoat. 

Picketing peg.—Strapped on sword scabbard. 

Field glasses.—On off side. 

Shoecages.—One on each side. 

Sword.—-On the near shoecase, edge to the rear. 

5. The saddle blankets of officers’ horses are carried in the

6. The two telescopes for reconnaissance, when not specially 
required, are in the personal charge of the commanding officer and
